Can hospital handle 
3,000 extra births?

FEARS are mounting over proposals 
to almost double the number of 
births at Milton Keynes University 
Hospital (MKUH). 

Parents and expectant mums are 
concerned about the plans, with one 
mum stating she would ‘never’ go 
back to give birth. 

And a former Bedford Hospital 
consultant has predicted it would 
only be a matter of time before a 
Bedford mum gives birth on a round¬ 
about en route to MKUH. 

The controversial Bedfordshire and 
Milton Keynes Healthcare Review 


has recommended transferring all 
maternity services for planned births 
at Bedford to MKUH, which will 
translate to an average of 3,000 more 
deliveries per year. 

At MKUH last year, 4,013 babies 
were delivered, meaning the number 
will almost double if the plans are 
given the green light. 

Coral Thompson, 29, a mother-of- 
two from Emerson Valley, had both 
her children delivered at MKUH in 
the last few years, and has labelled 
the proposals an ‘awful idea’. 

She said: “They can’t deal with the 
capacity of MK as it is, let alone 
adding Bedford to that. 

“I didn’t have the best experiences 


at the hospital, and I think they’re 
already too overstretched. 

“Having a child is supposed to be 
one of the most magical experiences, 
but this would significantly reduce 
the level of care staff could offer and 
it would become a production line of 
getting people in and out quickly.” 

Robert Oakley, who worked at 
Bedford Hospital for 30 years, 
believes expectant Bedford mums 
will suffer ‘uncomfortable’ journeys 
to the hospital. 

He added: “I would estimate the 
cost of rebuilding and expanding at 
MKUH will rise to tens of millions.” 

The recommendations were due to 
be discussed in a meeting yesterday, 


but have been ‘paused’ due to the 
upcoming EU Referendum. 

Iain Stewart, MP for Milton Keynes 
South, is frustrated at confusion 
surrounding the announcements, 
and is seeking clarification. 

He added: “I strongly believe that 
with a growing population we need 
to expand and upgrade our hospital, 
with more services must also come 
more resources and that is what I 
have and will continue to fight for.” 

OneMK has contacted MKUH and 
Milton Keynes Clinical 
Commissioning Group, who both 
declined to comment due to a 
perceived risk of purdah ahead of the 
referendum.

THE owner of a charity has been 
awarded a Queen’s Birthday Honour. 

Rachel Medill, 52, from Aspley Guise, 
gave up a lucrative marketing career in 
the City of London to set up Ride High 
at Great Brickhill in 2008 - a charity 
which helps support disadvantaged 
young people in Milton Keynes through 
contact with horses. 

The programme has had great success 
and students have thrived on the 
outdoor work and physical activity, 
gaining a sense of achievement and 
growing in confidence. 

Rachel started with a grant of £1,500 
from Milton Keynes Community 
Foundation, enabling her to buy equip¬ 
ment and build partnerships with a 


local riding school, commissioning 
them to provide lessons and supply the 
horses. Around 80 young people are 
supported by Ride High every week 
with more than 500 benefitting since its 
opening. 

She takes in children aged between 
eight and 17 whose needs are a 
challenge to both state and society. 

Now Rachel hopes to expand the 
operation and help even more children 
by putting on apprenticeships and 
creating a cafe. 

She said: “I had just come back from 
an amazing holiday with my husband 
to celebrate our 20th anniversary when 
I found out! He has been so supportive, 
when we’ve been up against it and he 
has kept me going. 

“I’m so thrilled and honoured to have 
received this.”

The LGBT community rallied 
together on Monday to show 
their support for the victims 
of the Orlando shootings 
with a vigil at the MK Rose in 
Campbell Park. 

Milton Keynes Council also 
showed its support for the 49 
people who died and more 
than 50 people who were 
injured following the attack 
on the gay nightclub, Pulse, in 
Florida, by raising the LGBT 
(lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transgender) flag at half mast. 

Jo Astor, from Tattenhoe, 
organised the event on 
Monday morning and despite 


late notice was still attended 
by at least 50 people. 

There was an outpouring of 
emotion from people who 
spoke while lighting candles, 
and some balloons were 
released to remember the 
dead. A minute’s silence was 
also held. 

One person who spoke at the 
vigil said: “It’s terrible that 
this has happened but we 
can’t go back to being afraid.” 

Jo added: “We’re trying to 
mirror what’s being done in 
the rest of the country. 

“We (the LGBT community) 
are still not safe. This is 
personal and every single 
LGBT person had felt this 
personally. 


“How can we be in a world 
where we can’t be safe and be 
ourselves? 

“We don’t do enough in 
Milton Keynes and we need to 
do more - we’re visible now 
and we need to continue that 
visibility.” 

LGBT charity Q:Alliance 
and The Parks Trust also 
helped support the vigil. 

Suzanna Raymond, 
community engagement 
officer, commented: “We were 
in solidarity with the events 
happening worldwide and 
anywhere else that people feel 
safe enough. 

“We all feel shock about this 
and we are standing up for 
those who can’t.”

LIKE many people, I feel as if 
there’s a bad smell under my nose 
when I think about the EU 
referendum.

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Lightning strike 
unites residents

A MUM has thanked the 
community and firefighters 
for their ‘unbelievable' 
support after lightning 
struck her family home. 

Marsha Walker, 39, was at 
home with children Michaella, 
seven, Ezra, six, and Rachel, 
three, when the house in 
Poppy Avenue in Broughton 
was struck during the thun¬ 
derstorm on June 7 just before 
5.30pm. 

Nobody was injured in the 
strike, but a fire ripped 
through the roof, and it is 
estimated rebuilding work to 
restore the house will take six 
months. 

Mrs Walker said: “The force 
of the lightning strike threw 
me down to the ground. 

“I immediately phoned my 
husband, and then a neigh¬ 
bour started banging on the 
back door shouting there was 
a fire. 

“She was screaming for us to 
get out. 

“The children lost every¬ 
thing - all of their clothes and 
toys. 

“The house at the moment is 
pretty much a complete write¬ 
off.” 

The fire ruined the 
children’s bedrooms, and 
water used to extinguish the 
blaze caused flood damage 
downstairs. 

Firefighters bravely saved 
sentimental items such as 
wedding rings and photos for 
the family.

Stabbing was a 
revenge attack

A PERSONAL trainer who 
plunged a kitchen knife into 
a man’s abdomen in a revenge 
attack has been jailed. 

Fabreece Mullings 

{pictured), 24, of Robinson 
Street, Bletchley, armed him¬ 
self with two knives on 
November 21 last year, after 
hearing friend Jordan Brown 
had been involved in an alter¬ 
cation with victim Wayne 
Munt. 

Mullings, who was in Luton 
at the time, drove to Clarence 
Street in Leighton Buzzard 


and climbed the staircase of a 
block of flats, where he was 
heard to say ‘who has got a 
problem with Jordan?’. 

Lie confronted Mr Munt 
between the second and third 
floors, and savagely plunged 
the larger of the knives into 
Mr Munt’s stomach, before 
pulling out the blade and 
escaping. 

Mr Munt collapsed 
and the court was told 
he suffered a 10-centi- 
metre deep wound 
which caused damage 
to his liver and 
gall bladder. 

Mr Munt 



remained in intensive care at 
Addenbrooke’s JJospital in 
Cambridge until December 
18 and was discharged a week 
later. 

He suffered blood clots on 
his lungs and underwent four 
operations. Life-changing 
injuries mean he can no long¬ 
er work as a labourer. 
Mullings pleaded 
guilty at Luton Crown 
Court to wounding with 
intent to cause grievous 
bodily harm. 

On Friday, Judge Philip 
Bartle jailed 
Mullings for 
nine years.

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‘Ashley’s death 
still haunts us’

THE family of Ashley Gillard 
said his death will ‘haunt 
them forever’ after his killer 
was jailed on Thursday. 

As previously reported by 
this newspaper, Mr Gillard 
was found dead in his flat in 
Trevithick Court, Wolverton, 
on June 8 last year. 

Gay lover Thomas White left 
Mr Gillard to die after he 
suffered a drug-induced fit 
following a bondage sex 
session. 

Enraged by his partner’s 
recent revelation of being HIV 
positive, White returned 
several days later to cover his 
tracks by setting fire to the 
flat, and fleeing to safety from 
the third-floor balcony. 

After White was sentenced 
at Luton Crown Court, the 
Gillard family said their ‘life 
sentence’ without Mr Gillard 
had now begun. 

They said: “We will never 
truly know what happened to 
Ashley on that day. It’s some¬ 
thing that will haunt us for¬ 
ever. We now begin our life 
sentence without Ashley. 

“A huge thank you to the 


police, family, friends, 
Ashley’s friends, our employ¬ 
ers and work colleagues for 
your support throughout this 
horrific nightmare and for 
your continued support.” 

White, 26, of Bibury Close, 
Wellingborough, pleaded 
guilty to the manslaughter of 
Mr Gillard, 31, on the basis of 
gross negligence. 

He also admitted arson 
being reckless as to whether 
the life of others was endan¬ 
gered as well as charges of 


theft and fraud, a further 
arson offence and two charg¬ 
es of taking vehicles without 
authority. 

Judge Richard Foster, 
presiding over the case, told 
White: “You intentionally did 
nothing to help a fellow 
human being in what was a 
life threatening situation.” 

White was sentenced to 
nine years and nine months 
in jail, and will spend four 
years on licence following his 
eventual release.

A GUEST house owner who 
‘recklessly put people’s lives 
at risk’ has been fined nearly 
£25,000 for serious breaches 
of fire safety regulations. 

Nicole Harris, owner and 
responsible person for 2 
Titchmarsh Court, Oldbrook, 
appeared before Milton 
Keynes Magistrates’ Court for 
sentencing on June 6. 

Harris, also known as 
Nicola Hunter, pleaded guilty 
to eight charges at a previous 
hearing on February 26 for 
failing to take adequate fire 
precautions, and a further 
two charges for obstructing 
fire officers. 

The charges were brought 
following an inspection of the 
house by fire safety officers 
on June 18, after a complaint 
from Milton Keynes Council 
housing officers. 

The inspection identified 
significant breaches of fire 
safety regulations which led 
to the issue of a prohibition 
notice. 

These included inadequate 
fire protection of fire escape 
routes, combustible storage 


material within the escape 
route, an inadequate warning 
system, no risk assessment, 
no firefighting equipment, 
and a failure to comply with a 
prohibition notice. 

Harris continued to let parts 
of the house for sleeping 
guests, despite the notice 
being served. 

Station Commander Ian 
Wilson, head of the fire safety 
enforcement team, said: “By 
allowing vulnerable people to 
sleep in her guest house, 


when she knew a prohibition 
notice was in place, the 
defendant recklessly put 
these people’s lives at risk. 

“To compound matters, she 
lied to officers and deliber¬ 
ately tried to mislead them.” 

Harris was fined a total of 
£16,000 for the 10 offences 
together with a victim 
surcharge payment of £15, 
and must pay full costs of 
£8,153.29 in favour of 
Buckinghamshire & Milton 
Keynes Fire Authority.

Going back in time 
with Roman finds

MILTON Keynes is some¬ 
times thought of as having 
no history, but nothing could 
be further from the truth. 

A rare Roman coin forger’s 
kit, found near the A5 round¬ 
about in Fenny Stratford, has 
just returned from a loan to 
the British Museum, where it 
has been starring in its 
Hoards: A Hidden History 
exhibition. 

The display, which ran for 
five months, was seen by 
more than 150,000 people. 

Currently cared for by Bucks 
County Museum, the forger’s 
kit is one of the many impor¬ 
tant MK finds that will be 
returning to the city when the 
new Milton Keynes Museum 
expansion opens in 2018. 

Keeper of archaeology at 
Bucks County Museum, Brett 
Thorn, said: “It was nice to 
have national recognition of 
findings in Milton Keynes.” 

Another Milton Keynes 
hoard, found just north of the 
city, is currently part of a 
ground-breaking scheme to 
put real archaeological 
objects into primary schools, 


linking in to the new national 
history curriculum. 

Thanks to sponsorship by 
Milton Keynes Council the 
Rubbish Money tour has 
taken real Roman coins from 
the 4th century AD into six 
local schools. 

It is currently on show at St 
Mary’s Wavendon and Mr 
Thorn added: “The hoard 
uncovered more than 1,000 
coins with some of the best 
being displayed for half a 
term at primary schools. 


“Thanks to MK Council 
funding this is the first time 
we have been able to run the 
scheme which enables 
children to get up close to 
their local heritage. 

“A costume interpreter 
introduces the children to the 
display before it is left with 
them.” 

The tour hopes to visit more 
schools next year. If you are

OUTSIDE Sainsbury’s on Witan Gate, Craig 
Jones from Birmingham said he had been on 
the streets for around a year because of a 
breakdown in his relationship. 

In a separate incident, five minutes into our 
search we found human excrement and clothes 
at an electricity cupboard just off Avebury 
Boulevard. 


STAFF at The Hub said they have had problems 
with rough sleepers. 

Security guard Ray Chambers, below middle, 
who has been in his job for eight and a half years, 
reckons the problem is worse now than when he 
first started. Development manager at The Hub 
Paul Eva said: “We have taken security measures 
to prevent access but some are relentless.” 

He added he has had to clear up after homeless 
people after he claims they have broken in. 


ROB Harriman, street warden from 
Milton Keynes City Centre 
Management and Central Milton 
Keynes Town Council, believes there 
are 17 homeless people in Central 
Milton Keynes at any one time. He also 
says professional beggars among the 
rough sleepers can earn as much as 
£150 a day from begging. 

PCSO David Sadler said people come 
to the city from other areas, adding: 
“They know that people in Milton 
Keynes are fairly generous.” 

Colin Wilderspin, head of community 
safety for Milton Keynes Council’s 
SaferMK, said: “This is a community 
issue, and there is not just one solution 
because it is more complex than that. 

“This has been about ensuring that 
we get the right support in place.”

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Your final salary pension benefits 
could soon be worth a lot less 


I’m sure you will have read 
recently about the troubles 
facing Tata Steel and BHS and 
in particular the huge deficit 
of their final salary pension 
schemes (around £485m and 
£571 m respectively). One of the 
reasons it becomes so hard to 
find a buyer for these companies 
is because of the huge pension 
deficits. No one wants to buy 
a company where they need to 
plug these holes! 

This has now led the government 
to consider proposals which 
could significantly alter how 
final salary pension benefits are 
calculated. 

When you reach retirement, the 
income from your final salary 
pension is calculated using a 
combination of the salary before 
you retired and the length of 
time you were employed by the 
company. Once the benefits 
are calculated they will usually 
increase each year by the Retail 
Price Index (RPI). The RPI is a 
measure of inflation that tracks 
the change in prices of a sample 
of goods and services. 

This level of inflation measure 
is usually higher than the

government’s other measure of 
inflation, the Consumer Price 
Index (CPI) as the CPI does not 
include housing costs such as 
mortgage costs and council 
tax. To give you an idea of the 
difference, RPI at the time of 
writing was 1.3% whereas CPI 
was 0.3%. 

The government is currently 
consulting on whether to change 
the law to allow trustees of 
pension schemes to switch 
from making pension increases 
based on RPI to CPI. Over time 
this could cause a massive 
reduction in the level of pension 
increases you will receive. The 
government says this would only 


be for unique circumstances 
such as Tata and BHS. The 
problem is, this could set a 
dangerous precedent, because 
let’s face it, Tata and BHS are 
not unique situations. Many final 
salary pension schemes are 
underfunded and at risk of failing 
you as workers and pensioners. 
Companies are likely to be all for 
the changes as it will be saving 
them massive liabilities. And 
what’s to say they will stop with 
the pension increases? They 
could decide to make other 
changes to the rules which could 
all result in final salary pensions 
not being as certain as they 
once were. 

Recent pension freedom rules 
have made it the ideal time to 
review your final salary pension 
to ensure it is still going to 
deliver the pension you need it 
to. If it turns out it’s not, perhaps 
it’s time to take back control. 
Final salary pensions are 
complex arrangements and you 
should seek professional advice 
before making any decisions.

Concert rubbish to 
be cleared at Bowl

ELECTRIC Daisy Carnival 
will explode with colour and 
sound but not rubbish, 
according to waste collector 
Cawleys. 

Residents around The 
National Bowl are being reas¬ 
sured there won’t be a huge 
mess as complaints are made 
annually after music events. 

Electric Daisy Carnival 
(EDC) is a one-day electronic 
party being held at The Bowl 
on Saturday, July 9. 

Organisers have appointed 
Cawleys, a waste manage¬ 
ment company based in Old 
Wolverton, to ensure all waste 
is removed. 

Shockingly, a cigarette butt 
can take up to 14 years to 
degrade, and each cigarette 
can contaminate eight litres 
of ground water. Further¬ 
more, urine in the ground 
causes acidification and 
increased ammonia levels in 
surrounding water, poten¬ 
tially affecting wildlife and 
fish. 

Once the festival is over, the 
Cawleys team will work 
through the night emptying 


all remaining waste from the 
site. As OneMK previously 
reported, in 2014 and 2015 
residents in Knowlhill, 
Bleakhall and Furzton were 
frustrated by the amount of 
rubbish left behind after 
events such as EDC, Kings of 
Leon and Pearl Jam. 

Milton Keynes Council met 
with event organisers to 
remind them that a private 
contractor must be appoint¬ 
ed. 

Councillor Zoe Nolan, 


deputy chairwoman of 
Loughton and Great Holm 
Parish Council said: “We were 
very concerned by the 
rubbish and anti-social 
behaviour associated with 
this concert last year. Local 
residents cannot be subjected 
to this again. Councillors 
have been raising those 
concerns with the organisers 
who have agreed to meet in 
early July with MK Council so 
we can scrutinise the plans to 
avoid it being repeated.” 


Proposals at Furzton Lake 
to be exhibited 

Golf City MK and the Parks Trust have proposed an 
adventure golf course and cafe next to the existing car park. 
The new course will have 27 holes, nine of which will be 
wheelchair friendly. 

The plans also include a cafe overlooking the lake with 
managed public lavatories. The cafe will have a bike hire 
scheme supplied by local bike manufacturer, Electra.

According to his girlfriend 
Susie Verrill, who has written 
an article on why she and 
their son Milo will not be 
attending the Games, Greg 
has taken the measure as a 
precaution. 

The couple from Woburn 
Sands had their first child in 
2014 and they have said they 
would love to have more in 


the future. In Susie’s article 
for the Standard, she wrote: 
“We’ve made the decision to 
have Greg’s sperm frozen. 

“It’s just another thing we 
don’t want to chance. 

“We’d love to have more 
children and, with research 
in its infancy, I wouldn’t 
want to put myself in a situa¬ 
tion which could have been 
prevented.”

WITH midsummer approaching, now is 
a great time to look out for wild 
flowers in our parks. 

Among the most sought-after and 
eye-catching of our plants are the 
orchids. It is a popular misconception 
that all orchids are rare - many are, but 
there are seven or eight species that 
can be found in Milton Keynes with a 
little luck! 

June is certainly the best month for 
the bee orchid. These striking plants, 
whose flowers do bear a resemblance 
to a bumblebee, are very widespread. 

Among the best places to seek out 
bee orchids, pictured above right, are 
Stonepit Field at Great Linford and on 
the banks of North Willen Lake. 

However, they can and do pop up 
anywhere, often along grid roads and 
even around the car park of our HQ in 
Campbell Park. 

The flower is designed to trick bees 
into pollinating it, in the belief that 
they are mating with a female bee! 
However, in the UK these plants are 
self-pollinating. 

The less common greater butterfly 
and twayblade also flower in Linford 
Wood - try the orchid trail or the 
artworks trail. 

In recent years, the striking pyramidal 
orchid has occurred in more sites across 
the city. This plant has bright pink, tri¬ 
angular flower spikes and often grows 
as a solitary plant. Send pictures of

M ilton Keynes may not have 
been around for too long, but 
the same certainly can’t be 
said for Wavendon to the south east 
of the city. 

Wavendon Tower was a famous 
landmark of the village and it was 
where ‘black propaganda’ was 
made during the Second World 
War.

The Milton Keynes Development 
Corporation was also based there 
so it boasts a rich history. 

The area has expanded to 
include Wavendon Gate over recent 
years in line with the huge 
expansion that has taken place in 
Milton Keynes over the past 50 
years. 

John Dankworth and Dame Cleo 
Laine set up The Stables in 
Wavendon, which is one of the 
most popular venues in the city to 
go watch a gig or a show and that 
has now been going strong for 46 
years, which is almost as old as 
Milton Keynes itself. 

House prices

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Sea change for Jaguar Land Rover fleet

PINNING its hopes on the fleet market for 
another bumper year in 2016 looks like it 
is paying off for Jaguar Land Rover. The 
company’s UK managing director Jeremy 
Hicks is looking forward to another record 
breaking year and reckons the company’s 
main growth will come in the fleet market. 

Fleet sales grew by 84 per cent in the first 
three months of 2016 compared to the first 
quarter in 2015, as the XE, XF, Evoque and 
Discovery Sport models all posted rapid 
fleet sales growth - evidence of Jaguar Land 
Rover’s commitment to ensure 25 per cent of 
its global sales will be to fleet and business 
customers by 2020. With the introduction of 
business-friendly models, including the XE 
and XF with C02 from as low as 99g/km, 

Jaguar UK saw fleet sales grow by 194 per 
cent from Q1 2015 to Q1 2016. 

Land Rover UK’s performance so far this 
year was so strong that one-in-three fleet 
cars sold in sectors the brand competes in 
was a Land Rover. At a special briefing at 
the car giant’s engine manufacturing centre 
in Wolverhampton, Mr Hicks said: “Our fleet 
& business results for 2015 are fantastic and 
prove we have an effective formula in place; 
we have desirable and sector appropriate 
cars, efficient Ingenium engines and class¬ 
leading total cost of ownership - together, 
these factors deliver a compelling proposition 
for fleet managers to add Jaguar Land Rover 
to their fleet lists. 

‘With this formula in mind, and with an ever 
expanding range of stunning Jaguar and Land 
Rover vehicles on the horizon, I’m confident 
that there’s plenty more fleet growth to come.” 

All of Jaguar Land Rover’s key fleet models 
- the XE, XF Evoque and Discovery Sport - 
grew their share of the fleet sector more than 
any of their rivals when comparing the whole 
of 2015. Both the Jaguar XE and XF increased 
the shares of their fleet sectors more than 
competitor models. Likewise, where the 


Range Rover Evoque and Discovery Sport 
grew their share of the fleet sector, rival 
models saw their share shrink. The Range 
Rover Evoque is the star performer in 2016 
so far, outselling all of its premium rivals 
with 18.3 per cent of fleet sales. Fleet sales 
for 2016 are already on track to be the best 
yet, with a full-year of Ingenium-powered 
XE and XF sales, and the arrival of Evoque 
Convertible and F-PACE. Already the best¬ 
selling Jaguar ever, one-in-six F-PACE sales 
is predicted to go to the fleet sector. 

Mr Hicks predicts that JLR’s fleet sales in 
2016 will grow by 50% compared with 2015, 
with further double-digit growth through to 
2020. Jon Wackett, Jaguar Land Rover’s 
general manager for feet and business, said: 
“Our Q1 2016 sales are a great example of the 
suitability that many of our new vehicles have 
for the fleet market. ‘We’ve really disrupted a 
market that has been traditionally dominated 
by three or four brands by introducing 
extremely desirable cars that represent real- 
world value for money. We are strategically 
aiming to balance volume of sales against 
maintaining strong residual values which is 


a core buying decision for our existing and 
future customers.” At the heart of Jaguar 
Land Rover UK’s fleet and business sales 
successes this year are the technologies that 
underpin the range, according to Mr Wackett 
‘The aluminium-intensive construction, ultra¬ 
efficient Ingenium engines and low ownership 
costs have ensured there’s both a financial 
and an emotional reason to opt for a Jaguar 
or a Land Rover,’ he said As well as a £3bn 
investment in facilities and new models 
in 2015, Jaguar Land Rover UK has also 
significantly invested in the corporate sales 
structure. A specialist field-based sales team 
has been introduced across 50 Jaguar and 
Land Rover retailers supported by a further 22 
people and led by five senior-level managers 
responsible for fleet and business sales. 

With more than 500,000 cars built at its 
three UK plants - Liverpool, Solihull and 
Birmingham - JLR was the UK’s largest 
car manufacturer last year. Global sales of 
487,065 (100,794 in the UK) were a record, 
the sixth year of consecutive growth and 
double the number sold in 2009. In the past 
five years, JLR has spent £12bn in research 


and development, more than any other car 
maker by percentage of revenue. The 4,500 
workers at Halewood on Merseyside build 
the Evoque and Discovery while the 3,700 
employees at Castle Bromwich produced 
the XJ, XF and F-Type. The Range Rover, 
Range Rover Sport, Discovery, defender, 
XE and F-Pace are built by the 10,000 
employees at Solihull. Altogether, JLR 
employs 35,000 people in the UK including 
900 at the engine manufacturing plant in 
Wolverhampton which builds powerplants 
for the XE, XF, F-Pace, Discovery Sport and 
Range Rover Evoque, 5,200 at the company’s 
HQ at Whitley in Coventry and 8,000 at the 
Gaydon engineering design and testing 
centre in Warwickshire. Work on a £500 
million extension, which will double the size 
of the Wolverhampton engine site, will start 
soon. In 2013, fleet sales accounted for 37 
per cent of JLR’s output. Last year it was 44 
per cent which Mr Wackett said was proof 
that JLR has the ability to grow fleet volume 
as the vehicle range grows. Jaguar fleet sales 
grew by 49 per cent to 6,562 vehicles last year 
while Land Rover grew 67 per cent to 14,472 
vehicles - an overall growth of 50 per cent to 
21,034 vehicles. The cost of ownership of JLR 
fleet sales compares well against its main 
Mercedes, Audi and BMW rivals. A Jaguar XE 
2.0d Prestige manual will cost £35763 to own 
over three years/60,000 miles, some £2,000 
less than an equivalent Mercedes C220d 
Executive or an Audi A4 2.0 TDI SE saloon. 

Similarly, an F-PACE 2.0d AWD Prestige 
manual will cost £39,122 over the same 
period and distance, similar to the Audi Q5 2.0 
TDI AWD SE manual but more thanr £3,000 
less than a BMW X4 xDrive 2.0 SE manual. 
Discovery Sport shows similar savings over 
its Audi and BMW rivals while the Evoque 2.0 
TD4 AWD SE is some £2,000 cheaper to run 
than an Audi Q5 2.0 TDI SE AWD over three 
years. “Our fleet strategy is young and it’s 
working. We are growing faster than anyone 
else,” said Mr Wackett.

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Ford Transit goes 
green with EcoBlue

A TRANSIT van rated at more than 45 to the gallon will 
be on the road by the autumn heralding the introduction 
of a new generation of diesel engines from Ford. 

Made in Britain and the product of more than £400 
million worth of investment at Ford’s research 
centres at Dunton in Essex and Aachen in 
Germany, the EcoBlue diesel is not only mean but 
exceptionally lean. 

In the two tonne Transit Ford is claiming an official fuel 
return on 40.9mpg with emissions of 182g/km while in 
the lighter Transit Custom the new engine is classified 
at 46.3mpg, taking its C02 figure down to 157g/km. 
As such the new breed of Transit becomes one of 
the most economical vans on the market and the 
EcoBlue has been designed to out-perform the 
2.2-litre engine Ford has used since the current van 
was launched in 2012. 

The EcoBlue engine meets all Euro 6 emissions 
standards and while it is making its debut in the 
Transit it will feature heavily in all of Ford’s future diesel 
models - and that includes cars, MPVs and SUVs. 

To complement the Transit’s new eco image, Ford 
is also introducing a range of new technology to 
Britain’s best loved van as well as tweaking its 
handling to improve the ride. 

Among the new options is rear air suspension which 
is on top of the Transit’s electronic stability systems 
to counter heavy loads affecting cornering on any of 
the front, rear or all-wheel-drive set ups. 

Ford says the changes are designed to make the 
Transit as comfortable and refined as a family car 
and for van man or woman the transformation will 
be quite remarkable. 

Cabin noise has been reduced significantly, there’s 
more feel through the steering and the enhancements 
to the ride quality are very noticeable. 

The result is much more composure on the road 
and the latest Transit has to be one of the easiest 
vans to drive. 

Other techie systems include crosswind stability 
control which reduces the effect of buffet from other 
vehicles or sideways gusts at speeds above 50mph 
and the new Transit has also been fitted with lane 
departure warnings, road sign recognition and a 
six-inch touchscreen for the sat nav. 

Ford’s SYNC voice control and connectivity system 
has also been installed on the new van, as has 
automatic cruise control and the option of a six speed 
auto gearbox which will be available later in the year. 


The new EcoBlue engine is a four cylinder, two litre 
diesel available with three power settings of 105, 
130 and 170bhp. 

It’s to be produced at Ford’s Dagenham engine plant 
and will eventually take the place of the Duratorq 
diesels which were jointly developed with the PSA 
group, the makers of Peugeot and Citroen models. 
Not only is the EcoBlue more powerful than the 
2.2-litre block - up 15 horsepower in the case of the 
170bhp engine - it also produces much more torque 
giving the latest Transits added bite, especially at 
lower speeds. 

Fuel economy is said to be improved by almost 15 
per cent and having just sampled each of the new 
EcoBlue engines in a variety of Transits, they all 
showed their mettle. 

The 170bhp engine in the Transit Custom was 
impressively bang on the money when it came to fuel 
efficiency and returned an average of 46.1 mpg on a 
50 mile motorway and country lane route in Germany. 
With stop/start fitted to help economy and an injector 
system so precise it squirts in fuel in globules no 
bigger than a grain of sugar, the new breed of engine 
showed plenty of potential and none of them failed 
to average less than 36 to the gallon. 

With the previous engine - officially rated at around 
37mpg - you’d be lucky to keep it above 30mpg. 

To help reduce NOX emissions the engine comes 
with a 21 litre AdBlue reservoir which has a range of 
6,000 miles between top ups. 

Eventually, Ford plans to produce the EcoBlue engine 
with power outputs ranging from 100 to 240bhp 
and all will be hooked up to a high performance 
turbocharger that includes a turbine fashioned out 
of the same alloy used in rocket motors. A 1.5-litre 
EcoBlue engine is already in the pipeline. 

Prices for the new Transit range - which will be 
distinguished from the previous models by a silver 
strip across the front apron below the grille - will 
start from £20,075 for the short wheelbase 250 
model with the 105bhp engine up to £28,425 for the 
170bhp version fitted to the flagship Sportvan. 
That’s an increase of between £950 and £1,400 
but that has to be tempered not only with the 
engineering improvements and added extras 
but also with reduced running costs and variable 
service intervals now extended by up to 6,000 miles 
to 37,000 miles over two years. 

Ford calculates that adds up to a fuel cost saving of 
£1,250 over 80,000 miles for the new 105bhp Transit 
Custom compared to the previous lOObhp model. 
That’s nothing to be sneezed at. Just watch the 
smile on the face of the driver of any of the new 
vans with the silver strip across the front.

AFTER a decade of service, MK 
Lightning forward Grant McPherson 
has announced his retirement from 
playing. 

But supporters of the Smith 
Recycling-sponsored club have not 
seen the last of the much-loved Scots 
forward ( pictured ) - the new season 
will see him take on a coaching role 
alongside head coach Pete Russell. 

McPherson, 29, contested 533 fix¬ 
tures in MKL colours and for the last 
three consecutive seasons has been 
one of the club’s alternate captains. 

He represented Great Britain at U20 
level in 2006, bringing home a bronze 
medal, and was one of Lightning’s 
EPIHL title-winning roster in the 2009- 
10 season. 

The Scot has become one of 
Lightning’s best-loved players, with a 
reputation as an uncompromising for¬ 
ward always willing to stand up for his 
teammates. 

In April he was awarded the honour 
of a testimonial, which was well 
attended by MKL supporters and MKL 
players past and present. 

“As sad as it is for me to say that my 
Lightning playing days are over, I’m 
very much looking forward to this new 
challenge,” said McPherson. 

“Pete and I had a couple of conversa¬ 
tions towards the end of last season, 
but I really needed a few weeks off to 
consider my options. Having done 
that, I advised Pete of my decision, but 
to my surprise, he came back with a 


very interesting counter offer. To stop 
playing was one of the hardest deci¬ 
sions I’ve ever made. Ice hockey has 
been a part of my life since I was seven 
years old and the last 10 years in the 
colours of Milton Keynes Lightning 
have just been incredible. 

“I really didn’t want to just cut ice 
hockey out of my life completely, so I’m 
really grateful to Pete for giving me this 
opportunity to stay involved. 


Pete paid tribute to Grant, saying: 
“Grant McPherson is a legend here - 
and rightfully so. I have really enjoyed 
coaching ‘G’ in his last season as a 
Lightning player. 

“I’ve known Grant since he was a kid 
playing in our homeland and to say he 
has grown up into a well rounded man 
is a understatement. He’s a wonderful 
guy and has a heart the size of lion. 

“He is so highly thought of by his 


peers and for me that says it all - 
definitely one of the most respected 
teammates I have had the pleasure of 
coaching, to date.

STRIKER Alex Revell and midfield¬ 
er Carl Baker have both left Dons. 

The duo were popular with fans, 
but both have decided to seek 
pastures new, with Baker, 33, opting 
to join League Two Portsmouth, 
while Revell will play up front for 
League One rivals Northampton 
Town. 

Manager Karl Robinson told 
mkdons.com: “We’re disappointed 
Carl will not be with us next season 


but we understand his excitement at 
this new challenge. 

“He has been a terrific servant to 
this Football Club and he played a 
pivotal role in our promotion to the 
Championship. I’m sure if he’d have 
remained fit last season, we’d have 
had a much better chance of remain¬ 
ing in the division.” 

Baker departs stadiummk having 
scored 15 goals in 72 appearances 
for the Dons. 

He joined the club on a free trans¬ 
fer in September 2014 and made his 
debut in the 2-0 victory over Yeovil 


Town at Huish Park and won the 
Fans’ Player of the Year award in the 
club’s promotion-winning season. 

Revell was also popular with Dons 
fans, especially after he saved a 
penalty against Preston North End 
in April last season after the keeper 
was sent off. 

His departure leaves Dons with 
just Simon Church and Tom 
Hitchcock as strikers, who were 
both out of favour last season.

Verstappen, climbed a place from 
his initial qualifying from 
Saturday and he was happy with 
how things went in Montreal, 
especially considering that he 
crashed three times during the 
overall weekend at Monaco last 
time out. 

“We did what we could today and 
that was a great job. We wanted to 
finish on the podium in front of 
the Williams but soon realised we 
were suffering with a bit too much 
tyre degradation. 

“After Monaco it’s nice to leave 
this race with a big smile on my 
face. Now looking ahead to Baku 
it’s a new experience for everyone 
so we have to wait and see how the 
grip levels are but today was 
definitely positive for us.” 

Team principal Christian Horner 
said: “Overall this was a 
respectable performance at this 
kind of circuit and I look forward 
to the new track at Baku.”
